Four Hours Per Week Required 

As ir, the appropriate cor.ter.l of 
the Wome.-.'s Training program, 
many suggest.cr.s have been receiv- 
ed by the University authorities 
from various sources, and these 
have been studied by a spec.al :crr.- 
mittee under the C:-.a;rmar.ih;p o£ 
Dr. Muriel Roscoe. Warden of the 
Royal Victoria College, as well as 
by ti-.e Department of Physical Edu- 
cation. As a result of this study, it 
has been decided that all women 
students should participa'e in a ci-.y. 
sicai training program, as xsi: as 
a special course ot Firît \.d a.-.d 
Ho.T.e Nursing. This latier courie. 
is being developed by the Faculty 
of Medicine and the School for 
Graduate Nurses, in consultation 
with the St. Johns Ambuiar.ce .\î£-o- 
ciation and the Canadian Red Cross ' 
Society, and it is expected -.hat all 
women students will be required to 
obtain the joint certificate of these 
organizations at the conclusion of 
the course. 

Intramurals Provided.
